Wet Weather 
Hurts Crops | 


Production In Field Crops 
“Will Be Lowered As 
Result Of Continuing Rain 


SACRAMENTO, (W)—Unfavorable 
effects of the heavy winter and 
spring rainfalls in the state have | 
outweighed the good favorable ef- 
fects on field crops, the California 
cooperative crop reporting service 
declared this week. 

The heavy rainfall and nad 
ground have seriously disrupted the 
field work and planting programs | 
throughout the state in the past 
four months the service said. A def- 
inite curtailment in acreage is not- 
ed as a result. 

The wheat crop of the state is 
forecast at 12,250,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 11,370,000 bushels last 
year and 12,605,000 bushels as the 
10-year average. Condition of the 
crop in per cent of normal is list- 
ed as follows: Sacramento valley 58, 
San Joaquin valley 78, coastal coun- 
ties, 77, Southern California 89. 

Barley yield and production pros- 
pects also have been greatly reduc- 
ed. The planted acreage is estimat- 
ed at 1,084,000 acres, 15 per cent 
under the 1940 sowing. Conditions 
in per cent of normal are Sacra- 
mento 57, San Joaquin 178, coastal 
counties 68, Southern California, 92. 

Oats were rated at 77 per cent of 
normal. Sowings of flaxseed totaled 
213,000 acres, nearly 50 per cent 
more than the 1940 acreage. It was 
said to be the largest crop ever 
sowed in the state.

LOBBYISTS ARE 
NUMEROUS 


But They Don’t Run The 
Legislature; Interests 
They Boost Vary Widely.

A great deal has been written 
about lobbyists and two or three of 
the daily newspapers would have 
the people believe that the lobby- 
ists run the legislature. Even these 
same newspapers have representa- 
tives who lobby against legislation 
that would be harmful to the news- 
paper business and lobby in favor 
of legislation which would be of 
benefit to the newspaper business. 

The same can be said for other 
industries, business, labor and agri- 
culture. 

There are between 250 and 300 so 
called lobbyists representing every 
kind of business, industry, labor, ag- 
riculture and other interests before 
the legislature. All of them are 
registered as is required by law. 

Included in this group are repre- 
sentatives who are spokesmen for 
business and industry, big merch- 
ants and little merchants, union la- 
bor, the farm bureau, the Grange, 
the druggist, the barber, the hair 
dresser, the medical profession, the 
undertakers, the C. I. O., the A. F. 
of L., Labors Non-Partisan League, 
women’s clubs, district attorneys, 
dentists, churches, the W. C. T. C., 
the gold mining industry, the 
sportsmen, the Railroad Brother- 
hoods, the steam railroads and the 
electric railroads, the registered 
nurses, the hospitals, the moving 
picture industry, the theaters, the 
oil industry, the telephone compan- 
ies, the dairy business, insurance 
companies, veterans organizations, 
and many other groups. 

Even the State of California 
maintain’s a lobbyist in the nation’s 
capitol while the Governor of the 
State has a contact man who is in 
every sense of the word a lobbyist. 

The various state departments 
have contact men who are register- 
eq as lobbyists and who lobby for 
department bills before the legisla- 
ture. Such departments include the 
Department of Public Works, the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
the Motor Vehicle Department, the 
State Highway Patrol, and several 
other departments. 

Because of much misinformation, 
the name lobbyist to many people 
is an individual who plays crooked 
politics. This of course is not the 
case. ‘While there are no doubt 
crooked lobbyists just as there are 
crooks in other walks of life, on the 
whole lobbyists are men and women 
who are sincere and who are work- 
ing to protect the interests from

(WAGE HOUR DIVISION STARTS 
PACKING PLANT INSPECTION ! 


Western Regional Director Directs Special 


Attention To Regulations Governing Hours 
Children May Work; 800 Plants In Area 


Inspectors of the wage and hour 
division of the U. S. Department of 
Labor began an industry-wide in- 
vestigation of conditions in the 
fresh fruit and vegetable packing 
houses today. it was announced by 
Wesley O. Ash, Western Regional 
Director of the Division. 

More than 800 packing houses, 
stretching from the Imperial Valley 
of California and the Salt River 
Valley of Arizona, North through 
[eee and Washington, will be in- 
spected in the course of the indus- 
try-wide investigation, Mr. Ash said. 
Ash emphasized that the industry 
pas inspection is not a punitive 
drive against the packing house in- 
dustry. 

“Our primary purpose” he said, 
“is to see that all members of the 
industry are operating in compli- 
ance with the fair labor standards 
act. Our policy in administering the | 
Act is to seek the cooperation of the | 
employers and experience has pro- | 
ven to us that the great majority 
;Of American business men want to 
comply with the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act, as well as other laws. 

We have found few violations of | 
the minimum wage provisions of 
the Act in any industry in the; 
Pacific Coast area. Under exemp-| 
tions granted the processing of ag- 
ricultural products, which in the 
case of some products extends for 
a period of twenty-eight weeks in! 
the calendar year, we do not expect 
to find serious violations of the 
hours provision of the Act. We have 
found, however, same instances of 
piece workers making less than the 
minimum, indicating the need for 
a clearer understanding of the pro- 
visions of this act for. computing 
piece work wages. 

The Division is now completing 
a similar program in the citrus in- 
dustry. The violations found were 
‘comparatively few, and we expect 
to find similar conditions in the 
fruit and vegetable packing indus- 
try. There are, however, as in any 
business, some unethical employers
